PEZIA, the big naval base in 
north-west italy, was heavily

tresses on Saturday. An Allied com- 


munique last night said hits were 
observed in the dock area, among 
warships and other shipping, and 
there were large explosions and 
many fires. 


Battleships Hit 


Reuter states that the raiding 
force was one of the biggest forma- 
tions ever ordered to take off on a 
single mission from North Africa 
airfields. Three 35,000-ton battle- 
stated to be of the Littorio 
class, mounting 15-inch guns, were in 
the harbour when the bombers went 
Over. 

Because of smoke and fires, accu- 
rate observation of results was im- 
possible, but one ó50-feet merchant- 
man, hit amidships, blew up with a 
heavy explosion. 

An A.V. war correspondent states 
that all three of the battleships, as 
well as a heavy cruiser and a mer- 
chant ship, were damaged, and great 
fires left in oil depots and installa- 
tions. ‘The TFortresses carried 2,000-]b. 
armour-piercing bombs. i 

Besides the bomb tonnage that 
fell among warships and merchant- 
men in the harbour, many buildings 
and dock installations were hit. 

The flight to Spezia was the 
longest run over water yet made 
hy the Fortresses, and entailed a 
round trip of about 1,400 miles. 
Three Axis ’planes were met, and 
all the Fortresses returned safely. 


Farthest North 


Spezia lies fifty miles south-east 
of Genoa. sesides establishing a 
new record for the number of 
machines employed, other records 
were made, Spezia is the furthest 
place north ever bombed by the 
North-West African Air Force. Pre- 
vious raids were made by bombers 
from Britain. 

The city has great naval, artillery 
and infantry barracks, torpedo work- 
shops, shipbuilding and submarine 
yards. 

Marauders, Mitchells, Warhawks 
and Lightnings made an attack on 
Pantelleria, as well as bombing 
targets in Sardinia. To protect 
Pantellaria the Axis sent. up the 
largest formation of fighters met in 
recent days to intercept. Some 15 
to 20 Messerschmitts and Fockwulfs 
went into attack. Four of them 
were shot down. In the whole day’s 
operations six Axis ‘planes were 
shot down. Three Allied ’planes are 
missing. 


Pantellaria Shelled

A British Admiralty communiqué 
issued yesterday stated that British 
submarines have sunk five supply 
ships, including a tanker, in the 
Mediterranean, Another supply ship.

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New Russian 
‘Plane at 


Kursk 


HILE the Soviet Air Force 
W was smashing at Briansk in 
a sequel to the 520-’plane 
raid on Orel, the Russians and 
Germans were clashing in great air 
battles in the adjoining district of 
Kursk, where a new Russian fighter 
—the ‘‘Lavochkin 5’’—was men- 
tioned for the first time. With the 
“Yakovlev 7” it seems to be 
bearing the brunt of the fighting at 
Kursk. In the first battles, Red 
pilots in the Lavochkins engaged 
superior numbers of Messerschmidtts 
and shot down 6 without loss to 
themselves, it is claimed. Details 
of the Lavochkin have not been 
iven. The report also says that 
riansk and Karachev' were 
hammered and that only one Soviet 
bomber was lost. 

Yesterday’s German High Cor 
mand communiqué said: ‘‘ Except 
for livelier fighting on the Kulan 
bridgehead the day passed quietly 
on the Eastern front. In the area 
north-west of Krimskaya, German 
and Rumanian troops repelled several 
enemy attacks. A strong formation 
of heavy bombers attacked the 
armament works at Gorki, on the 
Central Volga, and 1,000 tons of 
H.E. bombs were dropped, starting 
large fires in industrial mstallations 
so fuel dépóts. Two ’planes did 
not return. In the last 24 hours 76 
Russian ’planes were shot’ down for 
the: loss of 2 German machines.”’

The German Overseas. radio yes 
terday, describing the shooting down 
of the British transport ‘plane fly- 
ing from Lisbon to England, in 
which 13 passengers and the crew cf 
four were lost, said: “ A JU88 at 
i2.45 on June 1 began an attack on 
a British Douglas machine over the 
Bay of Biscay, which is a zone of 
war operations where British air- 
craft are waging war against 
German U-boats on the way to or 
from German bases. The British 
and Americans are using Douglas 
machines as bombers. The machine 
which was destroyed on June 1 had 
camouflage paint, and was in no way 
distinguishable from a warplane.
